ARTESIAN WELL.
Water Found Kemarkably Near the

Surface.
The well being stihk by the Sydnor

Pump and Well Company for the Mer-
chants Cold Storage and Ice Company at

Sixth and Canal Streets was practicaU.y
c-ompieted yesterday, when thc drill was

removed and a firial test made.
Tho water from the well is to be used

for the mamiiacture of iee and rofrigera--
tioh in connection with thc large plant
which is now i" course of erection.
The well is two hundred and seven feet

deep, drilled through a solid granite from
a depth of fifty-seven feet from tlie siir-

face. The estimated supply is from 150
to 200 gallons per minute. Tlie practical
test made yesterday for six hours jiroved
100 gallons per minute, this being the
largest sized pump which could be in-
serted in an S-inch hole. Mr. Sydnor is
confident that thc 150 or 200 gallons can
be obiJiined from tho well by means olf
his air-lift system.
This well is a record-breaker, in that

it gives up from the reniarkable depth of
two hundred and seven feet pure and
ahundant water, while thc average depth
of the other wells in the eiiy is probably
a little over four hundred feet, not one

of them being less than three hundred
feet. The drilling had only progressed
four weeks when water was found.
